TALKS AND YOUNG SPEECH REPRESENTS ONLY A CHANGE IN STYLE 
AND NOT A CHANGE IN SUBSTANCE OF U.S. AFRICA POLICY. 

CITING NYT AND WP ARTICLES TO BOLSTER THIS POINT, 

VASIL'YEV SAYS U.S. AIM IS STILL TO SAVE ULTRA- 
REACTIONARY REGIMES WHICH SERVE AS A BASTION OF U.S. 
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IMPERIALIST STRATEGY.

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ANATOLIY GROMYKO (SON OF FONMIN), AND IN MAY 20 WEEKLY 
NOVOYE VREMYA ARTICLE BY IZVESTIYA SENIOR COLUMNIST, 
VLADIMIR KUDRYAVTSEV. BOTH OF THSE ARTICLES APPEARED 
TO BE RELATED TO MAY 25 AFRICAN LIBERATION DAY. WE 
EXPECT SCHEDULED BAKU CONFERENCE ON AFRICA (MAY 24-31) 
TO BE USED BY SOVIETS FOR MORE OF SAME ANTI-U.S. POLEMICS 
AS DESCRIBED ABOVE.
